A woman's place is the home. So is a man s if 
stability of family life is to be maintained. 
Prolonged hospitalization is disturbing not only 
to the patient, but to tile rest of the family. 
Getting the patient back home if at all possible 
is the goal of a new and apparently successful pno- 
gram of Lower Bucks County Hospital. 
Home Care Program 
Called the home care program, the new con­ 
cept offers needed hospital care and nursing serv­ 
ice in the home. Started last December, the pro­ 
gram has served 48 patients under the guidanc e of 
Mrs. Mary T. Ancker, hospital administrator, in 
cooperation with the Associated Hospital Service 
of Philadelphia (Blue Cross). 
The relaxed, less regimented and familiar en­ 
vironment of their own homes promotes the pa­ 
tient’s recovery. Families are relieved to have their 
loved ones at home where they can contribute per­ 
sonally to their recovery. 
Mrs. Ancker recognized the challenge — how­ 
to make available continuity of hospital services 
and nursing care for patients who, in the judgement 
of their attending physician, could be discharged 
from the hospital earlier if the needed services of 
the hospital and visiting nurse care could be pro­ 
vided in their homes. The big problem was nurs­ 
ing care because there was no visiting nurse serv- 
vice functioning in the area at the time which pro­ 
vided bedside nursing serv ice. 
Visiting Nurse Care 
Consultation with the Bucks County Health De­ 
partment and the National League for Nursing in­ 
dicated that if a home care program was to be de­ 
veloped by the Lower Bucks County Hospital, visit­ 
ing nurse -care would have to be provided by the 
hospital. 
Mrs. Ancker with tho approval and support of 
the board of directors in this now’ venture, set about 
organizing a Home Care Department through which 
doctors could order all needed hospital and nurs­ 
ing services. 
Evelyn M. Buck, R.N., formerly in charge of 
the Out-Patient Department, nurse assistant in or- 
ganzing the hospital’s intensive care unit and at the 
time supervisor of medical-surgical nursing, was 
called on again to help expand the hospital’s serv­ 
ice. 
Miss Buck is a native of Bristol, leader in Ci­ 
vilian Defense, volunteer in cancer control work, 
a first lieutenant in the U.S. Army during World 
War II with service in both the European and Pa­ 
cific operations and formerly a public health nurse 
in Nassau County Health Department. New York. 
She received her certificate in Public Health Nurs­ 
ing at New York University.

The 48 patients who have been served through 
the home care department and their doctors are 
enthusiastic in their commendation of the fine job 
Miss Buck Is doing in arranging for patients to be 
discharged to home care and her I'ontinued super­ 
vision and coordination of the services ordered by 
their attending physicians.

the child was found to have a 
fracture of the right thigh bone 
and a brain injury. According to 
Faillace. Schmitz confessed that 
the thigh injury happened when 
he “jarred” the baby while sitting 
her in a wash basin. 
Brain Injury 
It was testified by a neurosur­ 
geon that the child would have 
died if the brain injury had not 
been treated and 350 CCs of blood 
had not been tapped on Feb. 8 
from the area between the twain 
and the layer that covers it. 
Dr. William Sagen. neurologist 
at tile hospital, called the condi­ 
tion “subdural hematoma.” Dr. 
Sagen, one of three doctors to 
testify, said that the condition re­ 
sulted from a trauma (injury). 
Schmitz’ d e f e n s e attorney, 
James Dunworth of Philadelphia, 
attempted to establish that the 
series of injuries suffered by the 
child were associated. 
Birth Trauma 
Under cross examination by 
Dunworth, Dr. Sagen said that 
there was a possibility of an in­ 
jury at birth — a birth trauma— 
but that it was his own personal 
opinion that 
Marta’s 
condition 
was not a birth trauma. 
Questioned by the prosecuting 
attorney, Ward C. Clark, the neu­ 
rologist said that there was no 
evidence on Marta’s scalp region 
to indicate that she had been 
struck by a wooden instrument. 
Could Cause Injury 
However, he said, an object 
such as a hammer handle, could 
came such an injury.

acts of cruelty to Jews both 
in and out of the concentration 
camp. 
“I’ve seen bodies strung up by 
the feet, like sides of beef,*’ he 
said. “Just stripped of their 
clothes and hung up by their 
feet.” 
Hanging by the feet was a fre­ 
quent stunt of the Nazis. Col­ 
lab said. Ile himself was so 
suspended once in the concen­ 
tration camp. 
“They would string you up 
until you fainted.” he declar­ 
ed. “Then they would cut you 
down and revive you and string 
you up until you fainted again. 
Some of them couldn't revive.” 
Gollub had been a resident of 
Berlin with his own family and 
his wife’s. 
His mother was deported to 
Warsaw in Poland, he said and 
placed into the walled ghetto 
the Nazis built there when Po­ 
land was overrun. 
No one heard from her after 
the Nazis moved into the ghetto 
to level it, their guns blazing. 
“They did things in such a 
cold way.” Gollub declared. 
Others Too 
Other veterans of Hitler’s con­ 
centration camps are Mike and 
Olga Lohin, husband and wife, 
of 85 Central Ave., Morris­ 
ville. They are Ukrainians and 
they spent ten months in the 
camp at Cara, Germany, in 
1844. 
“Hanging was good for him.” 
lrtin said. “He murdered mil­ 
lions of people.” 
Their son, Don, 17, a senior 
at Morrisville High School, was 
born while they were in the 
camp. Fortunately, Lohin said, 
they were liberated in 1945 by 
American troops. 
Most people overlook the fact 
that the Nazis killed thousands 
of Ukrainians as well as Jews, 
Lohin said. 
Rabbi Stanley Berkovich of the 
Bristol Jewish Center believes 
that the execution of Eich- 
mann will serve a good pur­ 
pose. 
Not Sufficient 
“The punishment was certain­ 
ly not sufficient for what he 
had done,” Rabbi Berkovich 
said, “but it was the only pun­ 
ishment that could be given to 
him. 
Even though he mur- 
dered many more than one per­ 
son he could be put to death 
only once. 
“The important fact is that 
his trial and execution have 
brought the purge to the atten­ 
tion of the world once more. 
We tend to forget that these 
tilings did happen. This should 
serve as a deterrent, an action 
to keep anything similar from 
ever happening again.** 


Drs. Sagen and Flacco said that 
they had read an article in a med­ 
ical journal in which it was noted 
that the two conditions have been 
known to occur concurrently in 
several instances. 
Probable Cause 
The doctors said that the ar­ 
ticle stated that the cause of the 
two conditions happening the same 
time was unknown but that it stat 
ed trauma as the probable cause. 
Questioned by Clark, an assist­ 
ant District Attorney for Bucks 
County, Dr. Flacco testified that 
he treated Marta for foot burns 
on Jan. 6. 
When the child was brought to 
him again on Jan. 27 by Schmitz' 
wife, Clare, the doctor said that 
he noticed bruises and scratches 
on the face. 
“Obviously Very Sick” 
“The child, was pale, under­ 
nourished, very irritable, and ob­ 
viously very sick,” the doctor said 
yesterday. These symptoms, along 
with vomiting, caused him to sus­ 
pect a head injury, Dr. Flacco 
said, so he had the baby taken 
to the hospital for examination. 
Dr. Ledgard, who maintains an 
office with Dr. Flacco, said that 
he also noticed the bruises and 
scratches. 
Schmitz listened impassively as 
Trooper Faillace later described 
how he first questioned him on 
the night of Jan. 31 after consult­ 
ing hospital authorities. 
Bluish Discolorations 
Earlier that day at the hospi­ 
tal, Faillace said, he noted bluish 
discolorations 
beneath 
Marta’s 
right eye and on her forehead. 
The state trooper said that both 
he and Bristol Township Detec­ 
tive C h a r l e s Shaw questioned 
Schmitz. 
The Army sergeant was first 
quizzed about burns of the left 
foot for which Marta was treated 
on Jan. 4 by Dr. Flacco. 
Schmitz, Faillace said, told him 
that the bums might have result­ 
ed from Marta's foot coming in 
contact with paint remover which 
he might accidently have forgot­ 
ten to wipe from his hands. 
Defendant Quizzed 
The defendant was next quizzed 
about bruises and scratches on 
the face of the child. 
Schmitz said that these acci­ 
dently occurred when he was 
playing with the baby and strok­ 
ing her face. Scratches resulted 
when the baby’s face rubbed 
against a medal he was wearing, 
Faillace quoted Schmitz as say 
ing. 
Faillace said that the father 
later contradicted these state­ 
ments when in his confession, he 
said that the bruises came from 
his applying “undue pressure with 
a washcloth.” 
Above Right Eye 
Faillace said that Schmitz on 
the night of Jan. 31 was quizzed 
about a swelling on Marta s head 
above the right ear. 
Schmitz told him that Marta’s 
head had accidently struck the 
side of a bookcase in the living 
room while he was carrying her, 
Faillace said. 
Schmitz, the trooper said, dem­ 
onstrated to him how he turned 
to his right when Marta's head 
struck the left side of the book- 
rani* 
“Not The Right” 
“This didn't make sense to 
me,” Faillace testified, “because 
if this were the case the blow 
would have .struck the left side 
of the child’s head and not the 
right.” 
When he took the statement the 
day after Schmitz’s arrest, Fail 
lace said, the sergeant changed 
his story and admitted that he 
struck his child's head with the 
hammer handle “on impulse.” 
“Well, I guess now. that you 
think I'm a sadist,” the trooper 
quoted Schmitz as saying.

PITTSBURGH (UPD-The exe­ 
cution of Adolf Eichmann has left 
the world cleaner and purer, 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice Michael A. Musmanno said 
Thursday night. 
Justice Musmanno, who testi­ 
fied at Eichmann’s trial in May, 
1961, said “the world is cleaner 
for his passing, the air is purer 
for his demise ” 
He said Eichmanns death “no­ 
tifies all those who might be sim­ 
ilarly minded as to what awaits 
them if they follow in his blood- 
soaked footsteps.

Infected pork eaten in an im­ 
properly cooked state causes a 
disease, trichinosis, which knows 
no season, Dr. William J. Meyer, 
director of the Bucks County De­ 
partment of Health, warned out- 
doorsmen today. 
Dr. Meyer said the subject was 
brought to tile public’s attention 
now, because when outdoor cook­ 
ing is done tim is a tendency to 
undercook meats He also warns 
that products such as canned 
ham, smoked meat, should al­ 
ways be well cooked before eating 
This includes all smoked, salted, 
cured or "pre-cooked” pork pro­ 
ducts.

fine they are cooked properly, 
Dr. Meyer warns, age, sex, raoe, 
season, or climate do not affect 
the prevalence of trichinosis. The 
disease is not transmitted from 
person to person.

Dr. Meyer stated that the dis­ 
ease can only be prevented by 
eating properly cooked pork. It is 
impracticable to inspect port (or 
Trichinae, and therefore, an in­ 
spection stomp of approval is no 
guarantee of absence of this par­ 
ticular disease in the meat so 
stamped. 
He added that the pork must be 
cooked properly at 160 degrees 
f arenite it or higher before con­ 
sumption

TRENTON, N. J. (UPI) -T h , 
state motor vehicle division, in a 
report on its special Memorial 
Day highway patrol, said it is­ 
sued 221 summonses, 63 warning 
citation* and stopped a four-year- 
okl boy riding a tricycle on Route 
22 in Glenbrook Township 
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among his last words were: *’1 
live believing in God, and believ­ 
ing in God I die.” 
Four and a half hours later the 
body of the 56-year-old Nazi race 
exterminator was removed from 
the fortress prison and cremated. 
The ashes were spread over the 
sea from an Israeli police boat. 
The state of Israel wasted no 
time in snuffing out Eichmann’s 
life after the s u p r e m e court 
turned down his legal appeal on 
Tuesday. 
President Itzhak Ben-Zvi speed­ 
ily rejected the clemency appeal, 
closing the last avenue of hope, 
and the orders went out for the 
first execution in Israel's 14-year 
history. 
Eichmann walked the last 50 
yards from the death cell to a 
stuffy little prison room where a 
white rope noose dangled from a 
metal chain attached to a stout 
crossbeam over a platform. 
He 
walked 
militarily 
erect, 
wearing a dark brown shirt and 
slacks with a reddish tinge. 
He was offered a hood to put 
over his face but spurned it with 
the words: “I don’t need it.” 
Facing a small group of wit­ 
nesses, including a newsman from 
Germany, Eichmann said in a 
farewell statement, in German, 
“After a short while, gentlemen, 
we shall all meet again. This is 
the fate of all men. Long live 
Germany, long live Argentina, 
long live Austria. 
"These are the three countries 
which I have been most associe! 
ed with and I shall never forget 
them. Remember me to my wife, 
family and friends. I tried to obey 
the laws of war and my flag. 
“I am ready.” 
“Ready,” echoed a prison off! 
rial. “Ready,” he repeated. 
The executioner tripped the 
mechanism. 
Eichmann* 
body 
dropped two meters <a little over 
six feet) and stopped, dangling at 
the rod of the rope 
“Jesus, Jesus.” whispered Dr. 
Hull softly. 
This was the end for Adolf 
Eichmann who mice told a sub­ 
ordinate 
“I will jump into my grave 
laughing, for to know that I have 
6 million people on my conscience 
will be a source of extraordinary 
satisf action.” 
Eichmann did not get a chance 
to request a special last meal. He 
already had eaten the regular 
prison fare of bread, cheese and 
olives when word came that he 
was to be executed within hours 
Dr. Hull said he became “very 
bitter” that his appeal bid been 
turned down. He ordered a bot­ 
tle of wine and drank half of it. 
He made no last requests but 
just before leaving the death cell 
he received and read two letters 
that had just arrived from his 
orother, Robert, in West Ger 
many. 
Dr Hull said Eichmann refused 
to “accept Jesus Christ” and 
would not read portions of the 
Bible with him. 
“He told us we looked sad.” 
said Hull. “We told hum we were.

The missionary said Eichmann 
seemed “slightly defiant " 
When he stepped to the gallows 
he complained that his ankles

I did not will the murder of hu­ 
man beings. This mass slaughter 
is solely the responsibility of the 
political leaders.” 
Prosecutor Gideon Hausner an­ 
swered with these words in his 
summation: “The evidence has 
proved beyond a shadow of a 
doubt how Adolf Eichmam took 
part in the criminal conspiracy to 
kill Jews with the intention of de­ 
stroying the Jewish people.” 
Escapes Detection 
When World War II ended Eich­ 
mann got rid of his Gestapo 
clothing and wore the uniform of 
a non-commissioned officer of the 
Luftwaffe. Partly because of this 
and partly because he was not 
generally known as the key man 
in the Nazi “final solution” to the 
Jewish problem he s l i p p e d 
through the hands of American 
soldiers. 


World Agrees 


On Hanging 


Early reaction to the execution 
of Adolf Eichmann indicated gen­ 
eral belief today that the former 
SS officer who played a leading 
role in the Nazi extermination of 
Jews deserved his (ate 
Authorities in Argentina, th e 
country from which Eichmann 
was kidnaped by Jewish agents 
in I960, anticipated a hostile re­ 
action, but there were no immed­ 
iate reports of trouble. 
Anti-Semitic attacks on syna- 
Rogues and other Jewish institu­ 
tions had been reported in half a 
dozen Argentine cities in the past 
wert, and police posted special 
guards at the Israeli Embas­ 
sy and other Jewish centers to­ 
day. 
Fair And Just 
West Germany received (h e 
news of the execution calmly 
Government sources in Bonn said 
they were satisfied that Eich­ 
mann had had a fair trial and 
that his sentence was “just.” 
Individual Germans said “Good 
riddance!!” or “He had it com 
mg.” 
Ekhmann’s widow, who is in 
West Germany, could s o t be 
readied for comment. A govern­ 
ment spokesman said. however, 
that she had not asked President 
Heinrich Luebke to intervene hi 
brr husband's behalf. 
The hanged man’s three inns. 
who live in Argentina, maintained
